God’s “Holy One” of Psalm XV. 


And in the fifteenth psalm it is ap- 
parent that David prescinds from the 
trials which he underwent during the 
time of Absalom’s revolt; for he be - 
lieves that his inheritance will at 
length be restored to him. He is pass- 
ing through a great tribulation. His 
life has been threatened. Yet he will 
not be moved out of his place, for he 
has set the Lord on his right hand. 

At this point the prophetic flight 
leaves earthly things behind. David, 
in the Person of One of his descen- 
dants. would never be moved. Al- 
though David's Son, God's “Holy One, 
should die, His soul would not be left 
in sheol nor would His flesh see cor- 
ruption. St. Peter, on the first Pente- 
cost after Christ’s resurrection, pro- 
claimed that the prophecy had been 
perfectly fulfilled im Christ. There 
was no other alternative. The proph- 
ecy, in this part of the psalm, is ex- 
pressed in terms which could not have 
been fulfilled in David; and St. Peter 
said of this point, “David is both dead 
and buried and his sepulchre is with 
us unto this day.” David's flesh did 
see corruption; and«David was speak - 
ing here of Another.

~~ SOME REFLECTIONS ON RELIGIOUS 
PREJUDICE. 


(Continued) 
(Adapted from an article in the American Catholic Quarterly Review, 
January, 1876). 


Contrast what we have said about anti-Catholic preju- 
dice with the attitude of Catholics towards Protestants. 
Where, in the long list of our standard controversialists, is 
there one in whom can be found the slightest misrepresen- 
tations or misstatement of the errors they undertake to 
refute? Who, for instance, would suspect a Bellarmine, a 
Swartz, a Bossuet, or, coming down to recent times, an Eng- 
land, a Wiseman, a Newman, a Manning, or a Gibbons, to be 
capable of such a thing? Why, it is notorious that such a 
charge is hardly ever made against Catholic writers or 
preachers, even of the most ordinary intelligence. And 
when it is, where is the writer or preacher who is not only 
tao glad to cerrect the error into which he may have unin- 
tentionally fallen? Could such a one be found, Catholics 
would be the first to lose respect for him. They would not 
tolerate him in their pulpits, and they would pray to be de- 
livered from such a defender of their faith. And, as for 
libelous charges on any class of non-Catholics, clerical or 
lay, from the Catholic press or pulpit, how scarce they are! 
Sometimes, indeed, attention is called by some of our papers 
to such current scandals among non-Catholics as may be 
said to have become public property; but in this they are 
not sustained by the approval of the genera! Catholic reader. 
Unless in the case of some notorious hypocrite, who has be- 
come “a corruptor of the flock,” or something of that kind, 
and whom for this reason it becomes necessary ‘in the in- 
terest of public morals to expose, Catholics regard such 
mention of their neighbors’ faults as a violation, if not of 
charity, at least of propriety and good taste. 

We do not claim for Catholics generally a critical 
knowledge of Protestant doctrine, much less of the history 
of its all but endless variations. As well might they be ex- 
pected to be conversant with the Flora and Fauna of the 
different Protestant countries, as with the specific doctrinal 
differences of the countless sects to which they have given 
birth, during the last three centuries. Still all intelligent 
Catholics are correctly and sufficiently wel! informed as to 
the general principles of Protestantism, its leading objec- 
tions to Catholic dogma and discipline, and the principal 
arguments by which it seeks to sustain them. To give them 
such information is a part of their Catholic training. It is 
to be found in the doctrinal catechisms they study as chil- 
dren, and in the numberless tracts and books on popular 
controversy, in the hands of persons of all ages and condi- 
tions amongst us. 

But be their knowledge on these points what it may, 
certain it is that the most unenlightened Catholic would 
think it literally a sin and a shame, as well as a folly, to 
attribute to Protestants errors they do not hold, and which 
they even condemn and reprobate. 

But anti-Catholic prejudice is not only unenlightened. 
misled ; it is also credulous in the extreme. It accepts with- 
out inquiry and without hesitation the most extraordinary 
stories about convents and the Catholic clergy: and no 
sooner is one such calumny exposed, than it welcomes others 


as improbable, or more improbable than the preceding. It 
craves aliment of this kind just as the drunkard craves rum. 
[t is true, Protestants here no longer believe that priests 
have horns. They have seen too many of them to believe 
that now. They wil] hardly suffer to be told any more, as 
they used to be told even within our recollection. that the 
.Pope meditates a descent on this continent, and the capture 
of Washington city. But they can still be made to believe, 
or at least to suspect, very strange things about us. We are 
forbidden to become members of secret societies: vet it 
would be hard to convince the majority of Protestants that 
there is not a very flourishing society of the kind in the 
Catholic Church, under the lead and control of the ubiquit- 


ous Jesuits.
